MENINGITIS ~ GURE

"lnli-l‘exln Hoped For Will Rout
Stopped Fever.

DR. E SIMSON FLEXNER

Experimenting With Serum Which It
Is Hoped Will Kill Cerebro Spinal
Meningitis Germ Or Be Exact Dip-
loccus Intracellularis.

NEW YORK, Aprili 20—Dr. B
Simon Flexner of the Rockefeller In-
stitute for medical research, who has
been searching for a remedy for cere-
bro spinal meningitis, “spotted fever”
belleves he is near the goal. In trac-
ing the virulence of the disesse and
to discover a check he has innumerable
mice, gulnea pigs, rabbits and mon-
keys, A practical antl-toxin will be
brought out as a result of the re-
search, It iz hoped.

Dr., Flexner belloves that fresh
guinea plgs’ serum can destroy all the
germs  present, with the Important
provision that the number shall not be
too great. The serum may be used as
an antl.toxin Is near the point of com=~
pletion. Should another epidemic oo
cur It ls belleved that the researches
of Dr. Flexner will assist the medical
profession to a most decided degree
In taking care of it and in preventing
the usual large percentage of mortal-
ity. The beginning of Dr. Flaxner's
work was after. the cerebro, spinal
meningitis epidemic durlng the winter
of 104 and the spring of 1805. In the |
period of one epldemic there were

about 4000 cases, The deaths num- |
bered 34238, The percentage of deaths

was 735 The tremendous fatality

caused sclentists all over the world to

take up the subject of finding &

remedy.

The germ has the remarkable name

of diploccus Intracellularis. Every sx-

periment seemed to show that its life

wag short. It was also shown that the

germ was to be found In the nose and

the pharynx, and hence easlly coms-

munleable, It is found later, howewver,

that although the germin Itself with- :
out attention might be of short life,

under certain conditions its perlod of !
existence was not limited by a few !
